U.S. RECORD IN CHALUTZIUT 
WORST, EUROPE ZIONISTS SAY 


LONDON—The American Zionist movement has one of the 
poorest of all Hechalutz (pioneering for Israel) movements in the 
world, figures reported here this week disclosed. 

The data was outlined in connection with plans for a European 
Zionist conference to be held in Paris | Sept. . 14. The conference was 


called in line with a decision of 
the last meeting of the World 
Zionist Actions committee for a 
series of such conference in ad- 
vance of the next World Zionist 
Congress. 

A similar Zionist conference 
in Montevideo for South Ameri 
can Zionism was cancelled be- 
cause of a split in the South 
American Zionist movement. 
The European conference will 
fake up the issue of Chalutziut, 
Zionist officials here said, on the 
basis that the movement is un- 
satisfactory. 


The U. S. Scene 

Figures listed gave Hechalutz 
in America 2,000 members, of 
whom 260 were reported on Hach- 
shara (actual collective training 
work). 

In South America, the chal- 
utz organiation has 12,000 mem- 
bers and England has an esti- 
mated 4,000 members. 

Zionist leaders here said they 
hope to obtain funds from the 
Joint Distribution Committee to 
expand the Hechalutz program 
in England.

DETROIT OFFICERS SAY 
UNIT WILL CONTINUE WORK

DETROIT—The Detroit Metropolitan chapter of the American 
Jewish Congress announced this week it would ignore its recent 
expulsion from the parent organization and would continue to act 
as “a legal and recognized body” within the Congress. 

The announcement was contained in a special printed edition 


of the chapter’s monthly pub- 
lication, ‘Congress Voice,” which 
is usually mimeographed. 

The chapter was dropped at a 
closed meeting of the organiza- 
tion’s national executive com- 
mittee last June at the same time 
that two proCommunist affiliates, 
the Jewish Pecple’s Fraternal 
Order and the American Jewish 
Labor Council were expelled. 

Defy Rabbi Miller 

In taking that position, the 
Detroit chapter defied Rabbi 
Irving Miller, chairman of the 
national executive committee, ana 
Dr. David Petegorsky, national 
executive director of the Congz- 
ress. 

Rabbi Miller and Petegorsky 
followed up the executive com- 
mittee ouster with letters to 
officials of the Detroit chapter 
warning them that “Any attempt 
by the Metropolitan chapter to 
continue to function as a unit 
of the American Jewish Congress 
or to use the name of the Con- 
gress is illegal.”

The Detroit chapter asserted 
that the letters represented a 
usurpation of the Congress con- 
stitution, and quoted section 8, 
Article VI which left final 
power in the hands of the na- 
tional administrative commit- 
tee, scheduled to meet Sept. 7. 

The Detroit chapter has filed 
an appeal from the ouster with 
the administrative committee. 

Up To Committee 

“This entire matter is now un- 
der appeal to the Administrative 
Committee, whose decision shalt 
be final and binding,” the state- 
ment said. 

“Until such time, however. the 
Metropolitan chapter is, and will 
act as, a legal and recognized 
body within the American Jew- 
ish Congress.”

Jewish Anti-Red League Claims

nism said this week that it had helped the American Jewish Con- 
gress plan the strategy that led to the ouster of the pro-Communist 
Jewish People’s Fraternal Order and American Jewish Labor Coun- 


cil as Congress affiliates. 

At the same time, the League, 
in a statement to The _ Post, 
charged that the Congress “lacks 
the courage to state that Com- 
munists are being expelled be- 
cause they are Communists.” 


League In On Plans 
The League said that “we have 
intimate knowledge of the fact 
that pro-democrats in the Con 
gress have at last decided to get 
ride of its Communists.” 


“A small meeting was held in 
the office of our executive di- 
rector, Benjamin Schultz, in 
March, 1948, at which plans 
were formulated for the cam- 
paign,” the League said. 


“Largely as a result of this 
caucus, Rabbi Schultz was invit- 
ed to be a guest speaker at a 
very large, but unpublicized meet- 
the American Jewish Congress, at 
the Broadway Central Hotel, New 
York, on Sunday evening, April 
18, 1948. 

“A distinguished gathering at- 
tended. Included were most of 
the prominent Congress leaders 
of the New York area outside of 
Manhattan. Lenders of divisions

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HEBREW LITERATURE IN GALUS 
WAS BASE FOR MODERN ZIONISM

‘ X JE are accustamed to think of Zionism in terms of organiza- 
tions, conventions, leaders and their quarreds, and campaigns 


for funds. Of Israel we know the war, the government, the 


of pioneering. 


There is one important force, however, that we have ignored. 


It is a major force in the history of Zionism and 
in the life of the State of Israel. Without that 
force, neither Zionism nor Israel] would have been 
possible. Certainly not in the forms they have 
taken on. That force is Hebrew literature. 

One hundred years ago, a novel by Abraham 
Mapu, “Ahavat Tzion” (Love in Zion) made its 
appearance, and for many decades it stirred in 44 
the breasts of Jewish students in the ghetto a .. 
nostalgia for nature, for love and for the ancient 
glories of Israel and its pastoral life. In the gen- 
eration before the first World War, Zionists all 
over Eastern Europe sang the words of Manne: 

Where, o where are you, Holy Land 
for which I yearn? 

If only you and I, both 

could find new life! 

There was a comparatively rich literature in Hebrew, in poetry, 
fiction and essays, and there was a well-developed Hebrew press, 
in which the Jewish problem and its Zionist solution were discussed 
and propagated. Ht was a literature that sprang out of the very 
depths of the people's soul, rich in knowledge and deep in feeling. 


THE WORLD HAS BY NOW accepted the fact that the lan- 
guage of Israel is Hebrew and that the newcomers will have to 
learn it, if they do not already know the language. A few people 
are also familiar with the fact that the revival of Hebrew as a spo- 
ken everyday vernacular took place in Palestine with the beginning 
of modern Zionist colonization. But too few realize the simple 
elementary fact that the modern revival of Hebrew would have been 
meaningless and impossible had not the Jewish people throughout 
the Dispersion maintained and developed the literary life of their 
ancestral tongue. Nor is it conceivable that a spoken modernized 
Hebrew could have come about without having been preceded by a 
burst of literary creativity in modern forms. 

Wherever and whenever, throughout the 2,000 years of Dis- 
persion, Judaism and Jewish life had vitality, there was Hebrew 
literature. Without Hebrew literature, Judaism became stagnant 
and withered away. 

It was the modern Hebrew literature of Eastern Europe 
that paved the road for Zionism and later became the chief 
vehicle for the spread of Zionism. It is modern Hebrew liter- 
ature today that is the mirror of the new nation’s life, of its soul. 

The Biluim who built the first agricultural colonies in Palestine 
70 years ago were readers of Hebrew. The chalutzim who built 
the country between the First and Second World Wars were readers 
of Hebrew. Chaim Weizmann was reared on Hebrew fiterature. 
David Ben-Gurion, who began his career in Palestine as a pioneer, 
was influenced by the Hebrew literature of his day. He is a profound 
Hebrew scholar. Nearly every one of the pillars and builders of 
modern Israel is a product of modern Hebrew literature. So are 
the heroes of Israel’s native army.

TO BE SURE, THERE HAVE BEEN and there still are, Zionist 
leaders, pioneers and army heroes, not familiar with Hebrew. 
Theodor Herzl did not know any Hebrew. But it is the readers. of 
Hebrew who created the atmosphere which influenced and drew the 
outsiders. 

And yet, this day, the literary figures of Israel are hardly ever 
heard from, Their names never appear in news from Israel. They 
seldom appear in Zionist literature—and almost never adequately; 
and, what is worse, little attention is paid them in Israel proper 
by he masters of the State. 

Life in Israel today is dramatic and spectacular. But there is 
little about good literature and literary figures that lends itself to 
the dramatic and specacular. It is easier to see the blossoms than 
the roots.

Lesser, In New Charge, Says 
JTA Asked Israel Gov't For Funds

YORK—The.MENORAH JOURNAL resumed fire this 
week on the Jewish Telegraphic Agency with a flat denial of JTA 
charges that the magazine had sought funds from the New York 


United Jew ish Appeal. 


That charge had been made by the JTA, in its formal reply to 


an article in the spring, 1949 is- 
gue of the MENORA JOURNAL, 
which charged the world’s larg- 
est Angio-Jewish press associa- 
tion with suppression of news, 
mismanagement and concealment 
of vital facts of ownership and 
operation. 

The JTA said that the charge of 
concealment of its inclusion in 
the New York UJA “was a delib- 
erate lie motivated by  resent- 
ment over the refusal to include 
the MENORAH JOURNAL in 
that campaign.” 

Flatly denying the accusation, 
Allan Lesser, managing editor of 
the periodical, counter-charged 
that Jacob Landau, JTA manag- 
ing director, had as the object of 
his recent trip to Israel the “ex- 
press purpose” of soliciting mon- 
ey from the Israeli Government, 
a plea Lesser said was turned 
down. : 

The JTA in its formal reply al- 
so commented on a list of 20 
questions about its operations 
which had been prepared by Les- 
ser as part of his report in the 
spring issue, which he. called 
“The Jewish Telegraphic Agency: 
an Examination of its Character 
and Activities.” 

Stories Really Differ 

Lesser, in that article, charged 
that he sent the 20 questions to 
George Backer, president of the 
JTA and of the Overseas News 
Agency, and that he was never 
given a reply. The ONA and Sev- 
en Arts Feature Syndicate are 
both JTA auxiliaries. 

la its rebuttal, the JTA retort- 
ed that Lesser “deliberately with- 
held the fact that he was re- 
peatedly invited by Mr. Backer 
to meet him personally to receive 
the answers and explanations re- 
quested, and that he promised to 
phone back and set the date,” but 
never did so. (NJP Aug. 12). 

In his statement to The Post, 
Lesser gave a substantially dif- 
ferent version of his contacts 
with Backer. Lesser took the 
position that he had made ade- 
quate efforts to reach Backer, 
that it was the JTA’s responsi- 
bility to provide a public an- 
swer to the questions and that 
he had not sought and did not 
want a private answer from the 
JTA to his questions. 

“The formal reply of the JTA 
to my study of it in the MENOR- 
AH JOURNAL offers another ex- 
ample of that news agency’s pe- 
culiar inability to report facts ac- 
eurately and completely,” Lesser 
Said this week, in his statement 
to The Post. 

Half Truths and Evasions? 

“ITA’s reply is full of evasions, 
half- truths and casuistry,” Les- 
ser said. “It says it is ready to 
answer my 20 questions, yet ob- 
viously does not dare do so—al- 
though it would apparently like 
readers to consider its reply an 
answer to those questions.” 

He accused the JTA of “delib- 
erate misrepresentation” in its 
formal reply and listed some ex- 
amples. 

He said that the JTA asserted 
that no attempt was made to con- 
Ceal relations between the JTA 

and Overseas News Agency. The 
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JTA was reorganized in 1935 
from a privately-owned agency to 
a communal, non-profit one. 

Lesser said that statement was 
meant to imply that he had 
made a charge of concealment. 
In rebuttal he quoted from page 
238 of the Spring issue of the 
magazine: “It is no secret, of 
course, that the Overseas News 
Agency was organized in Decem- 
ber, 1937 by JTA.” 

He said that JTA's explanation 
of its relationship with ONA and 
Seven Arts “explains nothing.” 
Lesser had charged that both 
were profit enterprises and asked 
whether the JTA was entitled to 
receive tax-exempt funds if 
those funds went to the two sub- 
Sidiaries. The JTA said specifi- 
cally that the ONA was a non- 
profit organization but did not, in 
its formal rebuttal. discuss the 
tax status of Seven Arts. 

“Of course, I am delighted to 
have confirmation of my report 
that Seven Arts is owned by JTA, 
as well as the implied confirma- 
tion of the details of its purchase 
with money furnished by the 
American Jewish Committee,” 
Lesser told The Post. “No doubt 
the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds will hence- 
forth be enabled to include the 
fact of the ownership of Seven 
Arts, with its audited report, in 
CJFWF bulletins to the Welfare 
Funds.” 

CJFWF In Dark 

He said that in CJF WF infor- 
mation on JTA-ONA, no mention 
has been made of Seven Arts, nor 
has the CJFWF ever published a 
Seven Arts audited report. 

The CJFWF, representing the 
265 local federations and welfare 
funds in U.S. Jewish communi- 
ties, has been conducting an in- 
vestigation of JTA operation. 

Lesser dismissed the JTA de- 
fense that it charged service 
fees to ONA by citing a CJIFWF 
report: “ONA and JTA frequent- 
ly use the same facilities and sev- 
eral correspondents file dispatch- 
es for both. It is consequently dif- 
ficult to separate items of expen- 
ditures, particularly overhead 
costs.” 

In its rebuttal, the JTA said 
it and the ONA were incorpor- 
ated in Delaware rather than in 
New York because of low annual 
taxes. 

Said Lesser: “But JTA conceals 
the fact that, were it organized 
as a New York membership cor- 
poration, it would be exempt 


- from the payment of all taxes. 


“New York contributors to 
JTA, by the way—and to the 
Greater New York UJA campaign 
of which JTA is a beneficiary— 
ought to know that JTA does not 
enjoy tax-exemption in New York 
State. For their self-protection, 
they should inquire whether their 
contributions may legally be de- 





1st Synagogue 
For Kids Opens 


LONG BEACH, L. I.—The only 
young people’s synagogue in the 
United States was opened here 
this week. 

The congregation of the Bach- 
urei Chemed Synagogue is made 
up of 63 boys and girls between 
the ages of 11 and 19, the N. Y. 
TIMES reported. 


It was founded three years 
ago by Simon Solomon, a He- 
brew teacher. The boys and 
girls conduct strictly Orthodox 
services. 

As the congregation grew, after 
starting three years ago in Sol- 
omon’s home the young wor- 
shippers hired the American Le- 
gion hall. This soon became too 
small and the young people asked 
for help in getting their own syn- 
agogue. 

Fifteen of their parents each 
contributed $1,000 to a building 
fund and work began on the new 
synagogue. 

The two-story building con- 
tains @ balcony where girls sit 
during service, in accordance with 
Orthodox ritual. Downstairs there 
are recreation rooms, a vestry 
room and a kitchen.

Reform Never Was 
Religious Movement, Says Critic 

At the recent Bretton Woods 
convention of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis, object- 
ions to the Orthodox “theocrati- 
cal” tendencies in Israel were 
made. Reactions to these’ strict- 
ures, Similar to those pronounced 
by the Conservative rabbinate, 
were plentiful in the Yiddish 
press. 

The most vituperative blast 
came from Aaron Zeitlin, in the 
JOURNAL. Snorting at the Re- 
form rabbis for their “newfound 
interest” in Israel, Zeitlin takes 
potshots at the whole liberal 
movement: 

“Reform is not, and never was, 
a religious movemeent,” he 
writes. “From the beginning it 
was a purely secular movement 
for emancipated money Jews, who 
were ashamed of the synagogue 
and who craved for assimilation 
not only in the salon, but also 
in the relationship between man 
and God (They) wanted an or- 
gan with a Jewish priest, and 
they got it after the Geigers sup- 
plied the necessary theoretical 
trivia . ..In America, Reform 
for years served the money and 
belly—Judaism of the ‘yahudim.’ 
... Only recently the Reformers 
decided that it was time to dem- 
ocratize themselves just as a 
business firm decides it is expe- 
ditious to lower prices... to do 
a larger volume of business. Now 
Reform is even ready to ‘tem- 
ple’ in Israel, too. Why not? 

But the Reform movement 
has always been essentially 
alien to Jewish folk-life, a kind 
of snobbery Judiasm, in which 
religion is only something the- 
atrical and a social affair.

To Answer With Big Libel Action

be its reply to a suit filed by an opposition group to prevent the So- 
ciety from raising funds in New York. 

The suit was filed in New York State Supreme Court last week 


N. Y. Attorney General Na- 
thaniel Goldstein on behalf of sev- 
eral former New York trustees 
and members of the Advisory 
Council of the Jewish Consumpt- 
jve Relief Society JCRS) which 
operates a 46-year-old hospital in 
Denver. 

The suit charged that the pa- 
tients were not receiving proper 
care. It grew out of an explo- 
give board meeting here last 
spring. 

And Quick, Too 

Philip Hornbein, Sr., a vice 
president and one of the foun- 
ders of the JCRS, said the libel 
suit will be filed in New York 
“at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.” 2 

Judge Samuel Dickstein of the 
N.Y. court signed an order di- 
recting the organization to show 
cause why a temporary injunc- 
tion should not be granted pend- 
ing trial of the suit. 

Goldstein’s action was based 
on an investigation made at 
the Denver hospital by the dis- 
sident group, which claimed 
that nursing service was inade- 
quate, that patients remained 
without treatment for long pe- 
riods and that drugs had been 
withheld on grounds of alleged 
expense. 

Mitchell Salem Fisher, New 
York attorney for the JCRS, de- 
nounced the suit and said there 
was no truth in any of the charg- 
es which were listed in the court 
action. 

Fisher said the action was “an- 
other development” in an inter- 
nal political fight which had 
been going on since 1947. 

Assistant Attorney General T. 
R. Ostrow filed an affidavit as- 
serting that the JCRS collected 
$820,000 in the U. S. in 1947, of 
which $327,000 was raised in New 
York. 

“These nuge amounts have 
been lavished upon the defend- 
ant by sympathetic contributors 
in the belief that the organiza- 
tion is operating a modern, com- 
pletely equipped, properly staffed 
and medically superior type of in- 
stitution for the care and treat- 
ment of victims of tuberculosis,” 
Ostrow said, in asking for the 
injunction. 

He charged that the raising of 
funds was “tantamount to a 
fraud upon. the public.” he said 
that “to allow such an organiza- 
tion to solicit money offends the 
Public policy which of course rec- 
ognizes the right only of bona 
fide accredited welfare agencies 
to conduct fund-raising appeals in 
this state.” 

He eharged that Dr. Lewis I. 
Miller, Secretary of the JCRS 
and chairman of the medical ad- 
visory board, had shown “disre- 
Spect and insolence” in dealing 
with the N. Y. Attorney General's 
Office. 

Good Job Until— 

He said that during most of 

its existence, the JCRS had jus- 


tified the faith of the public in 


its work but that some time 
480; patients had formed a griev- 
ance committee for the alleged 
Puropse of making known dis- 
Satisfaction with the present ad- 
Ministration of the hospital. 

Ostrow said that as a result, 
the organization’s advisory coun- 
el in New York formed an inves- 
tigating committee, which made.a 
study in Denver at its own ex- 
Pense, 


According to Ostrow, the com-

He charged that the New York 
group has been seeking for two 
years to seize control of the so- 
ciety but had been defeated twice 
in New York federal courts in 
their bids to uphold funds collect- 
ed for the JCRS hospital. 

“The standing of our institu- 
tion is very high,” he said. “The 
Colorado State Board of Health 
has certified it as being excel- 
lently managed. The seal of ap- 
proval on the life-saving work of 
the JCRS has been stamped by all 
the country’s major standardiz- 
ing medical, surgical and health 
bodies.” 

Plenty of OKs 

He said that the hospital cur- 
rently has approval of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, the 
American College of Chest Phy- 
sicians, the American College of 
Surgeons, the American Hospital 
Association, the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, the Colora- 
do Tuberculosis Society and the 
Denver Tuberculosis Society. 

Charges of inadequate _ treat- 
ment of patients were denied by 
Dr. John B. Grow, assistant pro- 
fessor of surgery at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado Medical College 
and throacic surgeon at the JC- 
RS hospital.

NEW YORK (JTA)—Some 3,500 ceremonial objects looted by 
Nazis from synagogues and Jewish homes in Europe between 1938 
and 1945 are en route to this country for redistribution to Jewish 
museums, Synagogues and community centers in the Western Hem- 
isphere, it was announced here this week. They will be stored in the 
Jewish Museum of New York. 

These treasures of historic and 
artistic value, which include sil- 
verware and textiles, are only a 
part of the collection which was 
recovered by Allied military au- 
thorities after V-E Day. They 
were stored together with hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jewish 
books, as_ unidentifiable Jewish 
property, in the depot of Offen- 
bach, under the guardianship of 
the American authorities in Ger- 
many.

MARRIAGE FIRST, LOVE LATER? 
NOT FOR ALL OUR ANCESTORS! 


By HELEN COHEN 

N HIS discourse on marriage and love, Rabbi Jacob J. Weinstein 
I of Chicago’s K.A.M. Temple would have had us believe that in 
Jess hectic times, Jewish youth stood by sedately while their wiser 
and more experienced parents arranged suitable marriages for them. 

He wrote: “Our Bible tells us that Isaac brought Rebekah into 

his mother’s tent, took her to marriage and then 
zloved her and was comforted for the loss of his 
mother. The commentators, especially Samson 
Raphael Hirsch, emphasize the order of the verbs 
in this sentence. Love comes after marriage—it 
s an after-marriage plant—only love created in 
he day-by-day tests of close domestic living can 
*be permanent enough for a foundation of the 
: home.” 
I have a few quotations from a recent scholarly 
tome by the late Rabbi Louis M. Epstein, “Sex 
Laws and Customs in Judaism,” which reveal a little of the temper 
of more benign ages. 

A lth century sage, Rabbi Isaiah Horowitz, instructs his 
family thus: “Be very careful that before nuptials the groom shall 
not sit near the bride, as is the custom in this wicked generation, 
when not only this is the case, but he even hugs and kisses her. 
Woe unto the eyes that see this and the ears that hear of this.” 

And we find an 18th century moralist, Rabbi J. Eybeschutz, 
in favor of strict regulations concerning pre-nuptial association: 

“J shall from now on endeavor with all my might to set up re- 
strictions and I shall not permit the engagement to be written until 
poth parties obligate themselves by solemn pledge that they shall 
not touch each other until their wedding.” 

And again we find this: “Often because of strict home reg- 
ulations, laxity resulted outside, the sages complained, but 
legally the couple to be married are to be strangers to each 
other until married.” '

(If a 1-inch cube of bread browns in deep fat in 50 
seconds, the temperature is 375 degrees).

YOU’LL HAVE NOTICED the 
letter in last week’s Nationa] Jew- 
ish Post suggesting that the 
total Jewish community, rather 
than the B’nai B'rith, get behind 
the “Wildacres Plan” of Insti- 
tutes of Judaism throughout the 
country. It so happens that B'nai 
B'rith has a good record of spon- 
soring ‘projects which other or- 
ganizations didn’t have the vision 
to undertake. 


Since the write-ups in The Post 
about Wildacres, I've had many 
communications about similar ex- 
periments thropghout the coun- 
try by other organizations. 1 may 
have heard here or there about 
these institutes, but they failed 
to get what Wildacres is getting 
—some national publicity—and if 
as an Ango-Jewish editor I knew 
of them only faintly, then what 
can be expected of the average 
reader? 


What is needed then is a promo- 
tion job. Here is the plan of 
Maurice Weinstein, who has put 
on the Wiidacres Institute almost 
single-handedly for the past two 
years. 

Maurice writes: “My recom. 
mendation to national B’nai B'rith 
shall be that B’nai B'rith operate 
the Institute at Wildacres for a 
month this coming summer 
(1950), then plan for an _ Insti- 
tute in various sections of the 
United States for the following 
year. Then a year later attempt 
to set up an Institute in each of 
the states. (I’m) ... also think- 
ing of recommending that in those 
states where a location similar 
to Wildacres is not available at 
a reasonable cost, that Hillel 
Houses on university campuses 
be used. B’nai B’rith has dozens 
of fine Hillel Houses with lib 
raries and all facilities, in various 
parts of the country that stand 
practically idle in the summer- 
time. A college campus has a 
certain appeal that should draw.” 


My own opinion is that: B’nai 
B'rith national leadership won’t 
seize the opportunity, Judging 
from a letter I saw from one 
national B'nai B’rith official, [| 
hardly see any evidence of the 
readines§$ to pioneer in this field 
which is needed. I wanted to talk 
to Phil Klutznick, a member of 
the national executive board of 
B'nai B'rith, about the Institute, 
but when I got to Chicago I dis- 
covered that he stays out of the 
city he’s building about 30 miles 
away. 

My own feeling is that the 
Synagogue Council should spon- 
sor these national institutes but 
I know that it doesn’t have a 
budget large enough to even 
pay for the stationery the pro- 
ject would need. My next best 
bet would be the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, which certainly has the 
leadership with vision. to see 
the full potentialities of the 
Wildacres plan. 

Well, we'll see. But anyway, 
it is only proper that B’nai B'rith 
‘Se given the opportunity to take 
over the project. 





The Path of Cowardice 


IKE the notorious bandit Dillinger, The De- 
troit Jewish CHRONICLE last week took 
editoria] note of the “stir” caused by its opposi- 
tion to a large scale chalutziut movement of 
young U. S. Jewish pioneers to Israel. It also 
manages to twist its hand into a tortuous posi- 
tion to pat itself on the back for taking that 
position, but fails to note that the fingers be- 
came tainted with a bright color from a wide 
swath down its back. ‘ 

The CHRONICLE pictures “an exodus ... 
(that) .. . will offset decades of education and 
propaganda on behalf of brotherly understand- 
ing and goodwill” and charges that “The Post 
wants to inculcate doubt . .. of American 
Jewry’s loyalty to the U. S....in the minds of 
all Americans.” 

The CHRONICLE’s worries about “bleeding” 
the American Jewish community of its youth 
but its worry is based on shallowness and a 
cowardly understanding of democracy. 

The CHRONICLE continually repeats that Is- 
rael is a foreign state now, as if thereby U. S. 
Jews must become second-class citizens and 
show their interest and support for the new- 
born state so gingerly that the CHRONICLE’s 
hundred per cent Americanism be not suspect. 

The fact of the matter is that the CHRON- 
ICLE’s concept of democracy and America’s 
role in the world and the world of the future 
which the United Nations is trying to carve out 
is a narrow one. For Jews, according to the 
CHRONICLE, it must be even narrqwer. U. S. 
Jews cannot do what other U. S. citizens may 
do. 

Chalutziut, it might be noted, is nothing new 
in the U. S. Jewish community. The CHRON- 
ICLE has yet to attack those Americans who 
are now in Israel giving of their consecrated 
democratic support to the infant state. This 
seems to mean that the CHRONICLE is op- 
posed to a successful Chalutz movement, but is 
willing to overlook a feeble one. 

Chalutziut can either be desertion as the 


CHRONICLE contends, or it can become the 
glorious expression of the highest kind of faith 
in democracy, democracy which says that with- 
out democracy in other parts of the world, 
democracy cannot flower in the U. S. 


Non-Jews have always looked down upon 
.the Jew who tried to emasculate himself and 
deny his Jewish background. The non-Jew will 
not criticize but rather will praise the young 
Americans who give up their lives of ease to 
devote themselves to helping the new nation to 
get established. 


The Post would not concern itself so deeply 
with the CHRONICLE’s misshapen sense of 
rightness were it not for the fact that at this 
particular moment many people want to fol- 
low exactly that kind of a lead. This fear ap- 
proach will take us back to the easy-going 
days when the principal occupation of the U. S. 
Jewish community- was good-will meetings and 
its one unity was an abhorence of direct mass 
action. 

Now is the time not to wave the white flag. 
It would be distressing for Israel, but it would 
be disastrous for the U. S. Jewish community. 
It will take courage and strength to stand up 
squarely on this issue. The easy path is to go 
back to the country club and play another 
round of golf. The road to the kind of a world 
democracy points to is rocky and tortuous and 
steep. 

The CHRONICLE is determined to saddle its 
weak-kneed understanding of democracy on the 
American Jewish community. The CHRON- 
ICLE’s fears make of Zionism a chauvinistic 
movement of the worst kind. The Post is less 
harsh. The Post feels that the rebirth of Israel 
offers the world the experiment of a nation de- 
voted to the highest principles of justice and 
righteousness attempting to work out social 
and economic problems so complex that western 
civilization is being almost submerged in seek- 
ing to cope with them. 


Make Room for the Young People at High Holy Day Services 


IOUGHTS of synagogue officials are be- 

ginning to turn at this time to arrange- 
ments for the High Holy Days and seat sales 
are being arranged, if not already started. 

The seat sale seems to be traditional, at least 
in American Jewish congregational life. In 
many congregations, seats cost extra over and 
above the cost of membership. In this writer’s 
congregation, a Reconstructionist one, seats for 
the High Holy Days are charged for, but as a 
member of the congregation, the writer is 
given a 50 per cent reduction. 

There are many valid reasons why such a 
situation must exist. If people want a syna- 
gogue, we will be told, then they will support it. 
Even if the synagogue was free and open to all, 
attendance would not be greater, etc., you will 
hear. The same people who refuse to support 
their synagogue adequately will spend an 
amount equal to a year’s dues at a night club 
or at the races and s0 on. 

All of which is true. 

But it is equally true that many deserving 
young families are kept out of the synagogue 
because of their inability to pay dues. This is 
a dilemma which all congregations face, even 
those bulging ones with nearly 2,000 members

UT of the Damascus incident should come 

some clarification of the respective roles 

of Jewish communities in their relationships to 
Jews in other lands.

who can’t, under any circumstances, seat all 
those who wish to pray on the High Holy Days. 

The young couple, the young working peo- 
ple, therefore do not present themselves at ser- 
vices even on this occasion. It would be safe 
to say that the American Jewish community 
has come far enough back on the road to Ju- 
daism, so that all the young people would like 
to participate in High Holy Day services. No 
longer do the intellectuals consider it a sign of 
a lack of moral courage to walk through the 
portals of the synagogue. 

Just how the synagogue could be opened to 
all and yet manage to keep itself in dignity is 
the problem. Offering free memberships to 
those not able to pay, but willing to admit their 
poverty, is not the answer. The organic com- 
munity, as described in the reports in The Post 
on the experiment of Rabbi Max Vorspan at 
Pasadena, offers the eventual solution. How- 
ever, that day is far off even for a small and 
well-advanced and well-integrated community 
like Indianapolis. 

So this editorial is aimed at stirring up some 
reaction from synagogue officials on the sub- 
ject. What do you think should be done about 
it, Mr. Synagogue President? 


Protest? : 


But the Israeli Government also has pro- 
tested—to the United Nations. Such a protest 
may mean that the Israeli Government con- 
Siders the Jews of Damascus as part of its con- 


cern. Obviously those U. S. Jewish organiza- 
tions that protested to our State Department 
have not reached such a conclusion. The pro- 
test of B’nai B’rith must have been made on 
the basis that the Damascus Jews had no one 
to protect them. 


Some clarification is in order and no doubt 
will be forthcoming shortly.

The weekly said that the dis. 
appointed hate-monger left San 
Francisco the next day, “in search 
of better and more profitable 
work.” 


World Court Meet

JERUSALEM—Dr. Israel Tab. 
ak, president of the Orthodox 
Rabbinical Council of America, 
told the Jewish Telegraphic A- 
gency this week that a world rab- 
binical conference will be catled 
here “shortly” to discuss estab- 
lishment of a supreme religious 
authority. 

The proposal for such a su 
preme authority was initiated by 
the Rabbinical Council earlier 
this year. Disclosure that the Or- 
thodox rabbis had entered into 
formal negotiations for such an 
authority brought sharp criticism 
from other wings of U.S. Juda- 
ism. 

(Chief Rabbi Israel Herzog of 
Israel told The Post during his 
recent tour of the United States 
for the United Jewish Appeal, 
that the proposed authority would 
have no powers and that adher- 
ence to its decisions would be 
purely voluntary for all Jews.)

The “sole effective driving 
force left to Judaism”, you say 
Kaplan tells us, consists of “co- 
operation”. And “cooperation” 
is defined in terms of fluid con- 
cepts of social justice sought 
after by the non-religious and 
the anti-religious. This does make 
jt perfectly plain why Kaplan is 
quite at home with the non’s and 
the anti’s, and finds no place 
with a Zionist group which thinks 
a religious program is something 
different than a_ non-religious 
program. 

When Kaplan adds, however, 
that the Hapoel Hamizrachi still 
believes in the “magic” of reli- 
gion, we find him echoing Orth- 
odox sermons. Torah-true rabbis, 
and indeed the majority of con- 
servative spiritual leaders, have 
frequently referred to the as- 
tounding efficacy in life of prayer, 
of mitzvoth, of the Bible—the 
magic of religion. The point is 
that all preachers are using emo- 
tive terminology—words intended 
to evoke emotional response, ra- 
ther than to convey hard, well-

defined ideas. This is a“preroga- 
tive of the preacher, But it must 
not mislead. 

Kaplan, by the backdrop of 
“medievalism” intends to evoke a 
negative reaction. But Hapoel 
Hamizrachi is as far from med- 
ievalism as Kaplan is from Hap- 
oel Hamizrachi. The leading re- 
ligious party in Israel, it repre- 
sents a vibrant, dynamic ortho. 
doxy, which emphasizes the soc- 
jal-economic aspects of Judaism. 
For ,us however, economic pro- 
gressivism is only one neces- 
sary aspect of religion. It is not 
all-inclusive. There still remain 
as “effective diriving forces” re- 
Jations between man and his 
people and above all, between 
man and his God. 

Let those who wish to accept 
a religion without diety—or with 
diluted deity—beware lest the 
feeling of having been cheated 
come, not after facile verbal ex- 


planation, but ater the frustra- 
tion born of futile search.

MEN'S CLUBS BEEN DOING 


A “WILDACRES” FOR PAST SIX YEARS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
... It will interest you to know 
that even though this comes to 
you as a new phenomena on the 
American Jewish scene, such in- 
stitutes have already been car- 
ried on very successfully for the 
past six years under the spon- 
sorship of the National Federa- 
tion of Jewish Men’s Clubs. 
When I became national ad- 
viser of this group, I urged the 
Federation to undertake a pro- 
gram of adult Jewish education 
as one of its major projects. In 
August, 1944, the National Feder- 
ation in cooperation with the Na- 
tional Academy for Adult Jewish 
studies of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America sponsored 
a Layman’s Institute which met 
for one full week at the Semi- 
nary in New York City. Mem- 
bers of the Faculty of the Semi- 
nary were the instructors and 30 
students from Chicago, Philadel- 
phia and Metropolitan ‘New York 
attended the sessions which in- 
cluded complete Sabbath week 
end with the traditional services, 
Shabbas Zemiros and study. In 
July, 1945, 50 students were en- 
rolled in the second annual Na- 


tional Laymen’s Institute, and in 
s * 


June, 1946, 75 laymen came from 
all sections of the country to 
attend the third institute. So it 
has continued in a modified form 
during these six years. 

The most important develop- 
ment came when members of the 
National Federation who could 
not come to New York urged that 
such Institutes be carried out on 
a regional basis. Thus each year, 
in addition to the national gath- 
ering, the local members of the 
Federation sponsored Laymen’s 
Institutes in Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia, Detroit, Boston, Chicago 
and Baltimore. The latter four 
have been conducting their In- 
stitutes at country clubs and es- 
tates even as the B’nai B’rith In- 
stitute was held in North Caro- 
lina. 

It is the aim of the National 
Federation which now numbers 
over 20,000 members in 165 clubs 
from coast to coast, to establish 
such regional Laymen’s Institu- 
tes in every section of the coun- 
try. These courses of study are 
open to every member of the 
community.

This 
item, reported by the Jewish Tel- 
egraphic Agency, stated that in 
reply to the question posed by the 
Turkish Rabbinate as to whether 
there would be any change in the 
manner of observance of Tisha 
B’Av this year in view of the es- 
tablishment of Medinat Yisrael, 
the Rabbinate of Israel stated 
that there would be no change in 
the observance of Tisha B’Av or 
any other fast-day which com- 
memorates the destruction of the 
Temple in Jerusalem. 

Presumably the Turkish Rabbi- 
nate is Orthodox. The question 
asked by the Turkish Rabbinate 
implies that a different answer 
was expected by the Turkish rab- 
bis. Here a splendid opportuni- 
ty was offered the Israeli Rabbi- 
nate and the opportunity was 
ignored. The Israeli Rabbinate 
to whom traditional Jews 
throughout the world looked for 
religious guidance could have 
shown not only the observant 
Jews but even the non-observant 
Jews in and outside of Israel 
that it is not strait-laced and un- 
yielding. It may be premature to 
abolish Tishh B’Av or even the 
minor fast days that are based 
upon the destruction The plight 
of our people and our Holy land 
is not yet so. satisfactory that 
we can really say that it is time 
now to laugh and to dance for 
our mouth is filled with laugh- 
ter and our tongue with song. But 
is it not true that if we do not 
have the Geulah Shlaymah, the 
complete Geulah, we do have 
“Athchalta DiGulah,” the begin- 
ning of the redemption? A prom- 
inent member of the Israeli Rab- 
binate has repeatedly told his 


"audiences that these days are as 


eventful as the ancient exodus 
from Egypt, if not more so. If 
we do have the privilege of liv- 
ing in these momentous times, 
why should not the Israeli Rab- 
binate, to whom the Turkish Rab- 
binate seemed to appeal for some 
modification of the observance 
of Tisha -B’av ,have shown some 
consideration and some response 


times? 

I would not'expect the Israeli 
Rabbinate, traditional as_ that 
Rabbinate is, to change the rit- 
uals of the evening and morning 
of Tisha B’av, but I believe that 
the present-day Tisha B’av should 
accentuate the present positive 
happy aspects of Jewish life as 
well as the negative and historic 
facts. I believe that if the Is- 
raeli Rabbinate would exert the 
influence upon world Jewery that 
a group of neo-Orthodox rabbis 
in American would like to have it 
exert, it can do so only by daring 
to modify our traditions when 
such modifications give evidence 
of its authority and at the same 
time give modern present-day ef- 
fective meaning to Tisha B’av 
other traditional observances, 


In many Orthodox synagogues, 
a Minyan of Jews who feel too 
weak to fast the entire day as- 
semble for an early afternoon 
minchah service on Tisha B’av 
and then break their fast. Could 
not the Israeli Rabbinate declare 
that while we should still observe 
the evening of Tisha B’av and 
the first part of the day, observ. 
ant Jews shall also give recog- 
nition to and show gratefulness 
for the establishment of Israel, 
which marks the virtual end of 
the Galus? 


The Rabbinate could suggest 
for the afternoon of Tisha B’av 
a form of service with appropri- 
ate prayers and chants of thanks- 
giving and expressions of hope, 
as well as pledges of coopera- 
tion in the greatest Jewish enter- 
prise, the building of the Jewish 
State. The Israeli Rabbis took 
the initiative to declare fast days 
and special services during the 
emergency; and they did so at 
frequent intervals. Why cannot 
the Israeli rabbis in the present 
situation make Tisha B’av more 
meaningful and real by sanctify- 
ing the happenings of Today? 
Even non-religious Jews might be 
attracted by such modification of 
the Tisha B’av observance. . .

So far, 
however, no one seems to have 
equalled “The Rise of David Le- 
vinsky,” much less surpassed it. 

This is not to say that Jewish 
writers from New York to Los 
Angeles are not busy or that they 
are not concerning themselves 
with the impact of the American 
scene upon our people. They are, 
and the aspects explored have 
ranged all the way from the ridi- 
culous to the dramatic; if no 
really first class work has not yet 
come forth, it is not from want 
of energy. 

“A Little Sleep, a Little Slum- 
ber” is a sentimental tribute to 
a good, upright family man, pur- 
sued by a blackmailer. Mr. Kat- 
kov has chosen not to tell the 
story of Lev Simon’s illegal en- 
try into the United States as a 
straight narrative, but as a series 
of flashbacks, through the eyes 
of his four grown sons as Lev Si- 
mon lies dying. This method 
would be effective if the sons 
were distinct and fully differen- 
tiated characters, presenting 
four divergent viewpoints, so 
that the reader might see the 
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picture of Lev Simon from all 
sides, complete and whole. 

Since the author has not han- 
died his material with the req- 
uisite skill, the technique adopt- 
ed sacrifices the progressive in- 
terest of continued develop- 
ment without compensatory 
gain. 

Mr. Katkov belongs to that en- 
lightened school of thought which 
used to characterize itself among 
Gentiles as “anti-clerical.” Mr. 
Katkov drags in a chapter design- 
ed to Show Lev Simon's disdain 
for observant Jews, with the in- 
evitable fuzzy corollary in the 
words of one of the sons, “He 


was never much with formal re- 


ligion.” It is refreshing to meet 
the catchwords of the '80s and 
"90s put forward solemnly in 
1949, 

If Mr. Katkov carries the faint- 
est stamp of “Abie’s Irish Rose” 
and “Count Bruga,” Mrs. Rosen- 
berg’s literary genealogy is much 
clearer. “Go Fight City Hall” is 
in the tradition of Milt Gross, Ar- 
thur Kober and “Hyman Kaplan.” 
Happily, Mrs. Rosenberg has 
thrown away all the props and 
crutches of her predecessors and 
proceeds with ease to offer the 
flavor of her characters’ idiom 
without resort to phonetic spell- 
ing or unnecessary barbarities. 

By using the historical pres- 

ent almost exclusively and 
prizing turns of phrase rather 
than tortured construction, 
Mrs. Rosenberg succeeds in 
making every speech in “Go 
Fight City Hall” not only cred- 
ible but chanming. The dialogue 
is practically ready for the 
footlights! it is only the stage 
directions which are awkward 
and frequently out of key. 

“Go Fight City Hall” is adver- 
tised on the jacket as a_ novel 
which, by, the standards of Blurb- 
writers is accurate. Actually it is 
a series of tenuously connected 
short stories which have as their 
link the courting of Hanna Rivkin 
by Howie Weissman. Most of the 
stories are amusing, especially 
when read aloud. Paradoxically— 
dismiss me as a sourpuss if you 
will—it is this very quality, de- 
liberate and intentional, that I 
object to. , 

I laughed at “Go Fight City 
Hall,” but even while I was 
laughing, I was not too happy. As 
the book’s chief character, Uncle 
Julius Pasternak, would say: This 
is also a picture? Ail the Jews in 
Brooklyn, are, thank God, so hap- 
py and unworried?

CLEVELAND—When the Kosher butchers of 


Cleveland rejected a communally-developed program 
to end abuses, Orthodox Jews in Cleveland, with the 
moral support of the rest of Cleveland Jewry, practi- 
cally went “vegetarian” in the successful fight. to es- 
tablish communal control, a Cleveland rabbi reported 
this week. 

The 15-year fight to a finish was described by Rabbi 
Louis Engelberg, spiritual leader of Congregation 
Oheb Zedek, in an article, “Kashrut is a Community 
Program,” in the current Orthodox Jewish Life maga- 
zine. 

The system finally established has two unique 
elements. The program is financed by Jewish 
‘community funds and is entirely voluntary, though 

there is a Kosher law on the Ohio state book . 

The history of efforts at control followed “a_pat- 
tern that is tragically familiar on the American 
scene,” he reported. At various stages, one after an- 
other of Jewish communal bodies tried with no suc- 
cess to start a workable inspection of retail Kosher 
meat markets. 

“The four F’s of Jewish life—fear, friction, frac- 
tionalization and finances—always prevented a prac- 
tical solution to the problem,’ he said. 

The Jewish Community Council of Cleveland was 
started in 1935 and a Kashruth commission was ap- 
pointed, which at first was anemic. 

But a cnange developed and “even non-observant 
Jews” began to appreciate the need for a practical 
system “for the sale of non-Kosher meat in a Kosher 
shop at a premium price is a fraud that no commun- 
ity honest with itself can stomach.” 

Action really was started in the summer of 1945 
when the Kashruth committee of the JCC met with 
the Orthodox rabbis.

Miami Temple Evicted By Suit 
Of N.Y. Jew Loses Its Rabbi 


National Jewish Post F . , 
MIAMI BEACH—A reform temple which was driven from its 


first home by a lawsuit filed by a wealthy New York Jew and which 
lost a large number of its members in the process suffered another 
blow this week when its spiritual leader and founder resigned. 
Rabbi David Raab submitted his resignation to the board of 
directors of Temple Isaiah and it was accepted, effective Sept. 1, 
leaving the Temple without a rabbi for the approaching High 
Holy Days. 

Rabbi Raab said he would return to Hebrew Union College in 
Cincinnati to continue working for a doctor of philosophy degree. 
No announcement was made as to any other reasons for resigning. 

Julius J. Perlmutter, president of the congregation, lauded the 
young rabbi’s work during the “trying times” of the founding of 
the much-buffeted Temple. 

Perlmutter said he had been instructed to contact the HUC 
for help in obtianing a rabbi both for the High Holy Days and as a 
permanent spiritual leader. 

The suit was filed last March by Daniel Arnstein, millionaire 
transportation magnate, who complained the Temple was noisy and 
that it caused traffic congestion and depreciated the property value 
of his nearby estate. 

Following its eviction, the Temple moved to second floor head- 
quarters in a real estate building provided as a friendly gesture by 
Miami Beach non-Jewish sympathizers. 

However, the publicity, plus the fact that the Temple had to 
move to quarters in the South end of the Beach, resulted in the 
loss of many of the Temple’s original supporters, Mrs. Anna Strauss, 
a member of the Temple board, told The Post. 

“We were unable to purchase a lot,” she said. “Many of our 
members were ill and unable to climb the steps. Where we had 
many rooms and large grounds to hold benefits, weddings and par- 
ties, we now must seek and pay seal outsite facilities." 


DETAILS REPORTED IN LONDON 
ON ISAIAH SCROLL APPEARANCE 


LONDON (JTA)—New interest was aroused here this week in 
the tattered leather scrolls discovered in 1947 by a shepherd in a 
cavern in the foothills of the Dead Sea shores, claimed to be the 
earliest known manuscript of the Book of Isaiah. 

The London TIMES carried an article by the chief curator of 
antiquities for the Fransjordan 
Government, Lankester Harding, 
giving details of the discovery 


“The scrolis, estimated to have 
been written in the third or fourth 


and stating that the scrolls, 
“forming the complete’ Book of 
Isaiah,” are 22 feet long and are 
in almost perfect preservation. 
Of eight scrolls taken from the 
eavern, four found their way to 
the American School of Oriental 
Research. 


Reuters carried a report say- 
ing that British archeological 
experts believe that the frag- 
ments of the Old Testament in 
Hebrew, reportedly more than 
2,000 years old, which were -dis- 
covered in the cavern, are part 
of ancient records hidden by a 
lost monastic Jewish sect fight- 
ing for its religious and polit- 
ical freedom.

Visa-Less Immigrants 
_ Must Legalize Status 

BUENOS AIRES (JTA)—Immt- 
grants who entered Argentina il- 
legally up to July 8 of this year 
when President Juan Peron 
granted them a pardon must leg- 
alize their status by Oct. 1, 1949, 
the Diregtor of Migration an- 
nounced this week. 

The announcement warned that 
any person failing to register 
with the Migration Department 
and obtain the necessary docu- 
ments is liable to deportation to 
his country of origin or any oth- 
er nation which will agree to take 
him. Thousands ‘of Jewish DPs 
who arrived in this country since 
the end of the war are affected 
by the ruling. 
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ISRAEL MAY CANCEL OFFER

TEL AVIV (WNS)—Israel may withdraw its offer to admit 100, 
000 Arab refugees if the Lausanne peace conference breaks off and 
the United Nations General Assembly will then step in to impose q 
solution, it was declared here authoritatively this week. 


Arab delegaions at Lausanne 
offer, and as a result a stalemate 
has set in. High officials here 
concede the possibility that the 
negotiations may result in com- 
plete failure. 


Meanwhile an Israeli delega- 
tion spokesman at Lausanne has 
denied that the United States 
government has proposed that Is- 
rael surrender the whole of the 
southern Negev. He said, how- 
ever, that Americans at Lausan- 
ne had all along maintained that 
Israel must give territorial com- 
pensation for keeping Western 
Galilee and that Paul A. Porter, 
head of the American delega- 
tion, had asked what would be 
the Israeli attitude toward a sug- 
surrender’ the 
southern Negev andhad received 
a reply that Israel would resist 
such a proposnt to the nem.
